DECATUR IS GROWING. 


Evidence of Thrift and De«lop«nient 


D«»i>lte the Dull Times-Sub- 


stantial Improvement*. 


There aro always people in our midst 


who are disposed to look on the dark side 
of life, and can always be heard in offices, 
store rooms and on tee streets croaking 
about hard tmes and predicting rougher 
times to come. These people reside in 
every community, but at times it seems 
from the amount of gloomy talk one can 
hear Docatur has more than her share of 
tho croakers. And yet the past few years 
have been specially productive of the spe- 
cies. Times have been unusually dull in 
all branches of trades and many laborers 
have been out of employment,, many not 
knowing from day to day where they 
would get the next dollar to buy food or 
provide for obligations they know they 
would have to meet. 
Kven now there are 


many such cases in point to illustrate the 
fact that times are tough. A committee 
was out last night to give relief to a fam- 
ily, and tho committee found tho mother 
at her homo alone without a lo.-if of bread 
in the squalid rooms for herself and her 
two children. Her husband hud not been 
at home for several days. He had gone 
away to flud employment In Chicago. He 
had been unable to get anything to do 
hero. In Chicago ho toiled to get work 
and ho hud written his wife that ho had 
gone further north in the hope of getting 
something to do. And yot under this sod 
condition of things the wife was not cast 
down, although she will be called upcn to 
pay her rent in a day or two. Sho was 
not discouraged. 
Sho was hopeful and 


was more than grateful when the com- 
mittee provided for her immediate neces- 
sities. This is but one of many similar 
cases of partial destitution which uo doubt 
exist in the city as an evidence of what 
tho general hard times have done for the 
people. 


And yot in the face of all this Decatur 


has been on tho up grade in tho building 
lino, so far as business houses ore con- 
cerned. A stranger entering the city 
cannot help but having bis attention at- 
tracted to big buildings now In progress 
of construction. 
Tho most notable struc- 


ture is that of the Orlando Powers build- 
lug which covers nearly half a block of 
ground. The Millikin bank building was 
but recently finished as was also the erec- 
tion of the Moorohouse & Wulls company 
building, and then tho Grand opera hoiiho 
was rebuilt this year. Mr. Loeb made 
extensive improvements of his business 
property lately and A. F. Gebhart and 
Henry Slhaudeman ure now engaged in 
putting up buildings of a substantial 
character. The Lyon & Sous building 
has been rebuilt uud steam is up. Dr. 
Chcuoweth has improved his business 
property and so has Henry Lyon, while at 
present John Ullrich is spending some- 
thing like $18,000 in modernizing his 
Merchant street 
property. 
There are 


many other places in tho city where Im- 
provements of a more or less expensive 
character are going on, but there aro com- 
paratively few dwelling houses going up. 
This seems to he an off year for im- 
provements in that lino. There is enough 
activity, however, to show that Decatur 
continues to grow, and it Is conceded that 
as soon as some measure of confidence is 
restored in the ability of those in control 
of national affairs to do something for the 
general good of the long suffering people 
of the country work will lie plentiful, and 
croakers will have to retire from business. 


Some of the sufferers will get a chance 


to do their part toward bringing about a 
better condition of things next November.

Delivered a Lecture Before Teach- 


ers and High School Students

He Made an Inteiesting Address and

of Dr. Lyman P. Walter, the famous eye, 
cnr, now and throat scientist, whoso dar-

Tho operation consisted of the re- 
inuvul <>f two cataracts from the eyes of 
John R. Love, an old citizen of Chicago, 
and owing to hli weakened condition and 
the extreme severity of the growths, the 
majority of the physicians consulted said 
it was u life risk to attempt it, and that 
sight could not be restored any way. 


Dr. Walter's attention was called to the 


caso and 'he asserted that with the new 
method* of operation sight could be re- 
stored and that without pain or danger. 
He w.is allowed a change to make good 


William Hawlev .Smith, the author of 


'The Evolution of Dod," and "Walks 
Abroad," delivered an interesting lecture 
thia morning at the High hchoul bolorc a 
large audience of teachers and student*. 
His subject was "Born Short." His ad- 
dress was on the educational question and 
ho gave many ideas of value to the teach- 
ers. Superintendent Gastmuu sjroko to 
the U-achers on matter* pertaining to the 
school work and then introduced Mr. 
Smith who said that lie wanted to bring 
before the teachers some of the. future pos- 
sibilities of the common Fcliool. He ask- 
ed his hearers to think of the first throe 
words of the constitution of the United 
States, "Wc.Ithe people." 
Thuso words 


included all kinds and conditions of peo- 
ple and linked them together. Some of 
the butter class might want to be separat- 
ed from them but that was impossible. 
All the people are being governed on a 
Democratic plan and the condition of the 
country is different from any in the his- 
tory of the world. History does not throw 
any light on the American people for the 
reason that they are entirely different 
from any others and present a new prob- 
lem. 
During the last fifty years there 


has come an era of scientific thinking 
which has broken the shackles of super- 
stitions from the minds of the people. We 
hnve a people not only mode up of all 
classes but also of emancipated thought. 
In the lust fifty years there bus been an 
era of machinery, a change that the 
younger people can not imagine. 
For- 


merly the women of the household did 
her own spinning and knitting but now 
it is nil done for them. All the girls of a 
family could earn their own living in 
their own homes Imt now the girls me 
driven from 
their 
homes 
if 
they 


are to make 
a 
living. 
Tho whole 


condition of women hris been changed. 
The condition of the men has also bucn 
changed by the introduction of machinery. 
As illustration of this tho speaker told a 
story of the farmer who has formerly 
hired twenty-five men to do his harvesting 
while he sat on tho fence to watch them 
but now he did the work himself while 


of teaching. 
To carry out this broader 


idea we should cut down some of the 
memory work in tho schools. There is no 
sense in having them learn many things 
that they do. I believe that in time in- 
ilustriul work will be introduced in the 
schools. In places cooking classes are 
introduced in the schools. People sny 
that wo are to make good citizens of the 
children in the schools but I think that 
good food is quite necessary to ni'ike good 
'•iti/ens. If <i i»;m must hew wood and 
dr.iw w.itcr 
believe in teaching him 


to do those things in the best possible 
manner. It is the first duty of every man 
and woman to plan for making a living. 
They .should learn some trade, or business 
perfectly uutl they will he able to do this. 
The teacher should adapt the studies to 
the child un.1 try to develop the best tnl- 
out in each one." 
In concluding Mr. 


Smith endeavored to impress upon the 
minds of tho teachers tho importance of 
this kind of study of the children, so that 
all classes could be fitted lor all kinds of 
work.

the twenty-five men wntchecl him. Ry 
tho llrst way nil twenty-six men had 
something from tho harvest but now only 
tho only man got tho money. Tho other 
twenty-Jive men would grow hungry mid 
tho farmer duro not forget this at tho peril 
of his life. The machinery at Niagara 
Falls iilone is equal to tho work of two 
millions of men. T ho condition is such 
ami the people bound together that it is 
necessary for something to bo done. The 
speaker Bald that tho wished to bring to 
mind thu present state of tho common 
peoplo of the country brought about by 
scientific thinking and tho introduction 
of machinery as being such as the his- 
tory of tho world does not show as ever 
having existed before. 


"I will ask the question," said Mr. 


Smith, "If you believe that it is possible 
for the children of all tho people of thu 
country to be educated. Are we truly 
Democratic and solidly Republican or 
are wo aristocrntacy Wo must believe in 
nil the peoplo although tho selfish ami 
most natural fooling is to wish that a 
few of us could bo ulong and not linked 
with all tho others. Wo have inherited 
many things frons u monarchy. The idea 
of what our education consist in ii mon- 
archical. 
Tho general idea is that a 


knowledge of books and a college educa- 
tion makes up »n education. I consider a 
man educated if he knows his business 
well and performs it faithfully. That is the 
true Democratic idea. Anyone Is well ed- 
ucated who so dcvelopcR the powers that 
God has given him that he can do well 
what he undertakes. Another definition 
of an educated man is one who is "on to 
Ms job," whut ever it may be. 


"Wo have also inherited an idea that 


work is disgraceful and that if we get u 
fine education wo will not have to work. 
This is a great mistake as work is tho 
grcatot blessing that God has given man. 
Tho idea that a man does not have to 
work if he is educated is eiirricd very far. 
Farmers come to the city ana educate 
their boys in college for this purpose. 
This is a wrong idea but it is all right to 
have tho boys go to college if they are fit 
for it. 
Wo have inherited another idea of 


the changes that will be produced in the 
personality by education. Horace Mann 
said that the mind of the child was like 
a white piece of paper and on it one could 
•write what they please. This is a great 
mistake but Mr. Mann believed it and 
formed his course of study accordingly. 
Another mistake is that one man can do 
•what another has done. These mistaken 
Ideas are along tbe line of ancient peda- 
gogy. 
The colleges are now determining 


the course of study in the other schools. 
Instead of the schools fitting a class of 
young people for colleges they should fit 
all children of all classes for life. It is 
well to n t gome for college bat a good 
teacher should find what a child can do 
and teach him that." At this point in 
his lecture tho speaker told a story to 
Illustrate his Idea. He spoke of a man 
who had trained rats and made them per- 
form. He talked to the man and found 
that he could make some rats do one 
trick and other rats do others but that 
they could not all do the same thing. " I 
learned more," said, the Ispeaker, "from 
this illustration about tho Democratic 
idea of teaching than from anything else. 


"I believe that everyone of us is bora 


long or born short; we can all do one 
thing better than another and the- best re- 
sults are obtained from those who do 
one Una of work well. The trouble Is 
•that (be teacher follow* » certain system
